But going through 
the motions does something to 
a person 
no matter how cynical and unb elieving. 
Get the motion started and K may lead to 
stimulating a stranger passing b y to medi­ 
tate on the fruits of living he enjoys b e­ 
cause of that American flag and what it 
signifies when on display all the way down 
the street. 
It’s b acked up b y solid, loyal 
citizenship. 
Having a Flag to wave in the b reeze 
seems more prideful than permitting weeds 
to wave in the b reeze. Recent rains have 
given weeds a running start on the June 
season and b efore long they will b e out 
of hand. 
The longer the delay in cutting 
them, the more difticult the task.

The I’ub lic Health 
Service, incidentally, for a time 
wa* the » ole producer of the im ­ 
proved vaccine. In 1952 it was re­ 
leased for c*ommercial production. 
The Pub lic Health Service got 
it* power to police the m anufac­ 
ture of b iologic*, which is now 
b eing exercised in the case of the 
Salk vaccine, in 1901. During that 
year .St. IxmLs was stricken with 
(iLsastrou* diptheria epidemic 
There was a desfierate need for 
diptheria anti- toxin.

This is what had hapipened: 'The 
anti - toxin was ob tained from an 
mmunized horse who.se b lood con­ 
tained diptheria anti-b <xiies. This 
portion of horse’s b lo<xi was sep- 
araUxi, and injected into children 
sufferm g from diptheria. The anti- 
Ixxlies helped sick children throw 
off the infection and gave tem ­

drawn had tetanus and the chil­ 
dren who received anti-toxin m ade 
from th£ k b lood got tetanius 
'This dreadful epusocte convinced 
Congress that federal regulation of 
the b iologies industry wa* e.ssen- 
tial. It was realized that im pure 
vaccines could b e agent* of death 
Mvd not life. 
A m ere glance at the annals of 
m edicine suggest* th£ d the prob ­ 
lems arising from the introduction 
of any m ass immmuniziiig agent — 
such a* the Salk polio vaccine — 
will defy overnight solution. The 
smallpox 
vaccine ha* b een the 
sub ject of cofkuiuing study since 
its discovery in 1796, 
Today scientists 
are trying to 
pnxiuce a “ dry” vaccine which 
won’t deteriorate when not kept 
under refrigeration. Such a vac­ 
cine would b e a Godsend to India, 
say, where there are ab out 400,000 
ca.se* of .smallpox yearly. 
At oiH' tim e there seemed to b e 
som e son of relationship b etween 
the smallpox vaccination iuid tet­ 
anus. T hat’s a prob lem the Pub ­

The smallpox vaccination 
technique is different tMiw — just 
a pin prick, a drop of vaccine, 
and no b andage — and tetanus 
almoet never follows vaccination.

the adm inL^atiofi (A he smallpox 
vaccine or any ott^ r agent. 
In 
any large random group, there will 
tie a few who react b adly when 
given a vaccine. There were 45 
cases of severe com plications fol 
lowing the vaccimkion of six mil­ 
lion New Y orkers during the 1947 
smallpox .scare. A m ajority of the 
45, according to the Pub lk? Health 
Service, 
contracted 
encephalitis. 
This is a b rain inflamation which, 
in its extrem e form, can reduce 
a human to a vegetab le state and 
lead to death. Other immunizing 
agents can do the sam e thing. The 
Pub lic Health Service e.stimates, 
tor exam ple,

10.000 persons who receives a shot 
lor whooping cough will suffer ad- 
ver.se reactions. 


of them prcved, as to why a smiril 
percentage of the population rs* 
acts poorly fa> immunizing shots. 
One the(H7 is thaf the shot m ay 
upset the internal equilib rium of 
he hum an s>.stem and thus b ring 
ab out an encephalitic state. Hap­ 
pily enough, there is practically 
no indication that the Salk vaccine 
will lead to complication* ck this 
nakure. 
There isn’t much new to say 
ab out w hat’s wrong with the Salk 
vaccine, or at least the two sus­ 
pect b atches of it produced b y the 
C utter Lab oratories. According to 
P u hlk Health, there 1* 
s t r o n g 
“ presum ptive evidence” that these 
two b atches cau'^ed .56 children to 
contract polio. But the questions 
of how and why aro as yet un­ 
answered, And k m ay b e a long 
tim e b efore they are. 
There are, according to Pub lic 
Health, three types of polio. The 
overall indicated effectiveness of 
the Salk vaccine is b etwetm 80 per 
cent and 90 per cent. Unfortun­ 
ately, there is no cross im m unity 
to the three types — that is a

could later contract the other two 
types. The Sailk vaccine apparent­ 
ly is least effective -60 per cent 
is the lowest estim ate) against the 
type b f polio that is m ost common 
and m ost virulent. In addition to 
finding out what went wrong with 
the vaccine m anufactured b y Cut­ 
ter, Pub lic Health would also like 
to increase the overall effective- 
There are various theories, none m ess of this new b iologic.

Thousands of people every year 
take a special te.st known a* a 
b asal m etab olism . Every once in 
a while correspondents write in 
ab out this apparently in great fear 
that the test will b e painful or 
that they will suffer suffocation 
while taking it. 
Before saying a 
few words ab out this test and its 
m eaning I should like to reassure 
those who are still fearful ab out 
it; the test is entirely painless and 
there is not the slightest danger 
of suffocation! 
The 
principal 
purpose 
of 
the 
b asal m etab olism test is to .serve 
as an aid in studying the action 
of the thyroid gland which is one 
of the glands of internal .secretion 
lying at the b ase of the neck. 
In the presence of certain ab nor- 
m a liti^ of this gland, particularly 
the condition known as toxic goiter, 
the re.suk of the test will b e ex- 
pres.sed as a plus figure; if the 
gland 
is 
underactive the result 
will b e a minus figure. 
The 
metab oUsm test 
is sinifple 
enough for the patient. After at 
good night's sleep one goe* to tiie. 
doctor’s office, lab oratory or hos-| 
pital without eating any b reakfast 
or drinking anything. The patient 
lies down on a b ed or cot and 
b rathes norm ally through a tub e. 
What 
is b reathed 
in and out is 
m easured and recorded. 
The 
calculations 
are m ade af­ 
terw ard. The patient’s height and 
weight m ust also b e known. ThCvse 
figures are put together in a for­ 
m ula and the final calculation tells 
whether one is b urning the b ociy 
tissues 
too 
fast, 
too slowly, 
or 
aixxii right. When the doctor gives 
the results he says the m etab olism 
was plus so much or minus .some 
figure. 
The b asal metab oUsm is only one 
methixi of testing for the activity ! 
of the thyroid gland or the pre.sence' 
of toxic goiter. Ordinarily however; 
a figure for the b asal metab olism 
b etween minus 15 and plus 15 is| 
considertxi norm al and as a gen-j 
eral rule m eans that the b ody isi 
b urning its fuel ab out right. 
If the m etab olism is m udi more 
than plus 15 one is prob ab ly using 


up food and tissues too fast and 
this m ay explain nervousness and 
loss of weight. Mast Ukely this Ls 
the result of a toxic goiter and 
m edical or surgical treatm ent may 
b e needed. 
Once in a whUe tfie m etab olism 
t ^ t m ay reveal a figure far b e­ 
low the usual range. This doe.s 
not always m ean that the ttiyroid 
gland is underactive suvd that one 
m ust take thyroid extract to m ake 
up the deficiency. But a low rate 
can 
m ean 
this 
and 
som etim es 
people feel enorm ously b etter if 
they get the needed b oost from 
thyroid extract taken b y mouth. 
Over the years the b asal me­ 
tab olism teet has b een of enor­ 
mous help to physicians in m aking 
a diagnosis and deciding how to 
treat those in whom the results 
show im portant changes from nor­ 
mal.
